SPIRIT UNCHANGED. 
It is quite evident that Germany’s 
crushing: military 
defeat has 
no! 
rh an ired the haughty, arrogant, auto­ 
cratic spirit of tin* leaders. 
With 
the nation faring: the greatest crisis in 
its history, these leaders, who ap­ 
parently are the spokesmen for the 
former kai-ei and the military party, 
answer the allies' communications in 
ii most insulting and defiant man­ 
ner. 
The peace terms are accepted, 
they declare, because they are forced 
to a g r e e to them, but they are un­ 
willing to admit the responsibility for 
the war and hint that the indemnities 
cannot he collected. 
The German military party insist­ 
ed that the treaty with Belgium was 
hut a “scrap of paper,’’ and that it 
amounted t<> naught when the German 
state could enrich its wealth by re­ 
fusing to recognize if. 
Again come 
the German leaders with the same 
boast that the Paris treaty is but a 
“scrap 
of paper.’’ 
One 
German 
newspaper calls upon the people “not 
to permit the Prussian spirit to be 
crushed." 
It was the Prussian spirit 
that caused the world war. 
If it 
I- not crushed what can he expected 
in the future, despite the treaty, huge 
indemnities and the league of nations. 
The same authorities who insist that 
Germany be admitted to the league 
of nations insist that no treaty is 
worth more than the force that is 
back of it to enforce it. 
Germany 
can never be admitted to the world 
brotherhood of nations so long as 
this attitude prevails. 
Indication- .strongly point to the 
fact that the military spirit of Ger­ 
many cannot be overcome iii a few 
years. 
Germany will see the new 
principle of humanity and brother­ 
hood among all peoples only after a 
long period of education. 
Militarism 
has 
been 
taught 
in 
the 
German 
schools, churches and homes for so 
long that its ill effects can only be 
destroyed by education. 
This will 
require time. 
Germany’s present attitude is one 
of insolence. A few years ago the vic­ 
torious nations would have complete­ 
ly crushed and invaded the territory 
of any defeated power that would 
lake such a defiant stand. 
The fact 
that Germany is not invaded is due 
to the fact that the great principle 
of brotherhood is being more gener­ 
ally accepted as the real basis for 
settling disputes.

9 and April 28. 
The loss to the nation as a result of 
the coal strikes cannot be computed. It 
caused a general paralysis of railway 
traffic, the shutting dowrn of industrial 
plants and a loss of revenue and 
freight to the state railways. The na­ 
tional strike -fever Is believed to have 
caused a depreciation in the national 
currency of more than $4,000,000,000, 
and to have aided to repress the value 
of the German mark abroad.
